SPEAKER BARRETT: LB 987 advances. The A bill, Mr. Clerk.
CLERK: LB 987A by Senator Schmit. (Read title.)
SPEAKER BARRETT: Mr. Chairman.

SENATOR SCHMIT: Mr. President and members, the A bill
appropriates $8,600 from the Resource Recovery Fund and it for
the fiscal year '89-90, $36,000 from the Resource Recovery Fund
for '90-91 and the same amount for '91-92. That is supposed to
cover the expenditures. There is some revenue that is generated

that goes to the General Fund. I move the advancement of the
bill.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Thank you. Questions, discussion? If not,
those in favor of the advancement of the A bill please vote aye,
opposed nay.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Correction, 978.

CLERK: ...was a bill offered by Senator Pirsch. (Read title.)
The bill was introduced on January 4, referred to Judiciary,
advanced to General File. I have no amendments to the bill.

SPEAKER BARRETT: The Chair recognizes Senator Pirsch.

SENATOR PIRSCH: Thank you, Mr. Speaker and members of the
Legislature, LB 978 gives residents, purchasers or lessees of
lands or units in a retirement subdivision or community the
opportunity to democratically select and designate one or more
individuals, not to exceed one-third of the other members of the
governing body, to represent the residents, purchasers and
lessees and to act as members of the governing body of the
corporation. Representatives have the right to be present at
all meetings including committee meet “-s and executive sessions
of the governing body. LB 978 also allows those representatives
to vote on any ot the business to ccme before the governing
